so there you a:e. At its best 
the w hole affair is a most de- 
plorable one, and can result in 
nothing less than a bitter feeling 
engi'ndered by the entrance into 
the political field of a subject 
which is entirely too sacred to 
be bandied about as a mere po- 
litical by-word. In a timely dis- 
cussion of the subject the Cour- 
ier-Journal aptly says: 

"There is no denyin.ir thai 
when religion gets into Ameri- 
can polities the result is the 
most insane as well as inconsist- 
ent manifestation of our socalled 
republicism. Founded theoret- 
ically upon the comi)lcte and 
eternal divorcement of the State 
and the church, our ii-stitutions 
have time and again been shak- 
en by paroxyms of factionism 
and fanaticism inevitable when- 
ever the lines of this divorce- 
ment are overstepped by those 
who pr<?ve themselves unworthy 
of the blessings of free govern- 
ment by prostituting religion in 
tile ostensible interest of free 
government. Optimists have 
come to believe latterly that it is 
too late in the lif.- of our repub- 
lic to fear any reni evil from tlie 
prostitution. Many attempts 
have been made among us to 
proscribe candidates f',r hip'- 
official station on account of 
their religious faith— one such 
a' tempt no longei* aprothan 1908. 
\ hen a cry was raised a.uainst 
Mr. Taft, because of his church 
—but, at least in recent times, 
they have been unsuc( ''.s^ful, at- 
tempts wholly inflfective 
against the intelligence, the en- 
lightenment and the patriotism 
of the American people." 

Whether Senator McCreary 
was cognizant of the evil means 
beinK ompl".\('d t ) inject reh'o;- 
ious prejudice into campaign the 
situation remains the same, so 
far as etfecting those back of his 
political manuev* rs 

Whatever may be the out-come 
of the long drawn out and on the 
whole, unple:'.:'ant cmtrovorsy, 
there can be no denying the fact 
that, the issue, true or false, 
will hang as a weight about the 
neck of Senator .MoCreary, both 
as a candidate loi' the democrat- 
ic nomination as well as in the 
vjeneral e'ection. .-hould he bi> so 
fortunate as to secure the nomi- 
nation. Looking !fit the matter 
purely from ti^e standpoint of 
party safety it would seem that ' 
the safer as well as the saner 
course to pursue would be for 
the iiarty to unite on a new man 
who could by the power of his 
parponality unite the different 
factions of the partv and with- 
out the wiight of st'^'-ma, lead 
the forces of democracy on to 
certain victory in November. 

Senator McCreary may be ir - 
nocent of any knowledge of the 
subject so suddenly launched in- 
to tnc campaign, but its ill ef- 
fects would serve as a handicnr) 
to him just the siime. whde an- 
other candidate free of such en- 
tanglement would win an easy 
victory. We have discussed the 
subject purely from the stand- 
point of party protection, and 
look at the matter as we may, 
there is given us the power to 
see it in no other Hi^t—Ffedu- 
cah News Democrat.
